Miscommunication: SGA Director 
of Bilingual Affairs clarifies position 



According to Students Gen- 
eral Association (SGA) Director 
of Bilingual Affairs, Dominque 
Poulin, the SGA will not pres- 
ently lobby for the implementa- 
tion of a Second Language Test 
as she had stated in Lambda last 
week. 

Confusion and questions 
arose from statements she made 
indicating that the SGA would 
press for a second language test. 

In the article, she suggested 
that the test be made mandatory 
to better reflect the bilingual na- 
ture and role of the university. 
She said that anglophones 
would write a French test and 
francophones would write an 
English test. 

At the SGA council meeting 
last Tuesday, she came under 
fire for her comments, particu- 
larly from SGA president Dave 
Filion. Immediately following 
the meeting, she submitted the 
accompanying letter clarifying 
the SGA's position. 



Poulin stated later that the 
Second Language Test was dis- 
cussed during the summer to 
determine the stance the SGA 
executive would establish. 

She said the executive raised 
the issue to "decide what stu- 
dents thought about it, and to 
take a stand if necessary. The 
SGA hasn't taken a stand; all 
we're doing is asking ques- 
tions," she said. 

SGA president Dave Filion re- 
iterated the fact that discussion 
of the test was intended to 
merely elicit a response and dis- 
cuss the implications. 

"I don't think we can say yes 
or no until we see whereadmini- 
stration stands. There is no way 
the SGA is in a position to say it's 
going to lobby without knowing 
the direction the administration 
is going to take. They have to 
lead," he said. 

Larry Brisson, a 3rd year Psy- 
chology student, admitted he 
had not read the article in ques-

tion, but said that a mandatory 
test should not be implemented. 

He suggested that it may de- 
crease the number of foreign 
students attending Laurentian.

"It's not fair, not right at all. 



I'm bilingual and I don't think 
if s right that everyone should 
have to write it.

Academic year could be affected by 
improper registration procedures 



Up to eight-seven students 
might find it impossible to cor- 
rect technical errors made on 
their registration forms and, as a 
result, jeopardize their aca- 
demic year. 

Many faculty members have 
been objecting strongly to 
this situation, particularly 
against the strong stance 
the Registrar has taken to 
enforce Senate regulations 
pertaining to late registra- 
tion. 

The present policy states 
that no course changes, 
additions, deletions or sec- 
tion changes will be per- 
mitted after the September 
30 deadline. The Registrar, 
Jack Porter, has also added 
to this his interpretation 
that registration errors 
made by the students are 
not grounds for waiving 
the regulation. 

According to Dr. Wes 
Craig, chairman of the 
Philosophy department, 
this year none of the pro- 
fessors in his department 
received any communica- 
tion from the Registrar's 
office indicating the rule 
was to be changed. He said 
that all the professors are 
in agreement that the Reg- 
istrar accepted technical 
corrections last year after 
the September 30 deadli ne. 



The department as a whole 
feels that much of the problem 
lies with the Registrar's sudden 
shift to strictly enforcing the 
regulation. 

Asa result, the Philosophy de- 



partment has forwarded a mo- 
tion to J.P. Gonder, Dean of 
Humanities, requesting the Sen- 
ate meet and "direct the Regis- 
trar to accept technical correc- 
tions to class lists resulting from

It is going to be a very impor- 
tant week for the future of Lau- 
rentian. The SGA is sponsoring 
a Bilingual Week of Action, and 
it is something with which all 
should become directly in- 
volved. 

There are going to be some 
important questions raised, and 
some directions will be sug- 
gested for us to follow. What is 
the mandate of Laurentian Uni- 
versity?

tions? Why did the SGA Direc- 
tor of Bilingual Affairs say that 
they were going to lobby for a 
test that means you will have to 
pass a written test in the other 
official language, only to be ad- 
monished by the SGA presi- 
dent? Is the SGA only spreading 
the veneer thinner in its attempt 
to entice more members? 

Is Lambda a true representa- 
tive of the ostensible bilingual 
nature of this university? How 
can it establish guide-lines, 
amount of content, and range of 
coverage to fully represent fran- 



cophones.? Or is it possible to 
even justify trying? Why has a 
bilingual paper failed in the 
past, and has Lambda learned 
from its past mistakes? Is it 
trying to spread the veneer thin- 
ner? 

Indeed, those with some ques- 
tions should ask them, and those 
wanting answers should listen.

What, us worry? 



In a surprising turn of plat- 
form policy, the SG A has voiced 
its desire for an exam schedule 
no sooner than one week in ad- 
vance of exams. SGA president 
Dave Filion said that the rever- 
sal was intended to make the 
pressure of exam time easier for 
students to handle. 

"We felt that if students re- 
ceived the shedule about a week 
before exams begin, they 
wouldn't have to worry need- 
lessly. There's no sense getting 
the schedule five or six weeks in 
advance and just sit there wor- 
rying about it 'til it's time to 
write the darn thing," Filion 
said. 

He regretted the SGA's previ- 
ous policy which was to get the 



schedule as early as possible. 

"To be perfectly honest, I just 
don' t know what we were think- 
ing of when we asked that exam 
schedules be circulated as early 
as possible. There was undue 
influence of one or two execu- 
tive members who said that get- 
ting them early would help stu- 
dents prepare for them and help 
graduating students plan for job 
interviews; two concerns that — 
upon retrospect — aren't that 
important. 

"Obviously, it is more impor- 
tant to ensure that students 
don't have to deal with exam 
concerns until the day before 
they have to write them," Filion 
explained

Yes, here it is — this is our first 
newsletter from Laurentian's 
campus in the south of France. 
Where to start....First of all, your 
foreign correspondents report- 
ing from Universite Canadienne 
en France (UCF) or as we put it 
UCM F (Universite Club Med en 
France) are Ben Farella and Lo- 
rie Cunningham, two Lauren- 
tian students with a combined 
total of ten glorious years of 
Laurentian experience behind 
them. 

And we can honestly say that 
the haute cuisine of the French 
Riviera is definitely comparable 
to the fine delicacies that SAGA 
(or is it Marriot now?) dish up.

And yes, there have been 
problems, so let's start from the 
beginning. Students from ten 
provinces were assembled 
aboard three 747s and were 
shipped like cargo to Brussels, 
Belgium.
